AN ACT Relating to the allocation nethod used for the distribution
of federal forest revenue to public schools; anmendi ng RCW28A. 520. 020;
creating a new section; and providing an effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW28A. 520.020 and 1991 sp.s. ¢ 13 s 113 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) There shall be a fund known as the federal forest revolving
account. The state treasurer, who shall be custodian of the revol ving
account, shall deposit into the revolving account the funds for each
county received by the state in accordance with Title 16, section 500,
United States Code. The state treasurer shall distribute these noneys
to the counties according to the determ ned proportional area. The
county legislative authority shall expend fifty percent of the noney
for the benefit of the public roads and other public purposes as
aut hori zed by federal statute or public schools of such county and not
ot herw se. D sbursenments by the counties of the remaining fifty
percent of the noney shall be as authorized by the superintendent of
public instruction, or the superintendent's designee, and shall occur
in the manner provided in subsection (2) of this section.
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(2) No later than thirty days follow ng recei pt of the funds from
the federal governnent, the superintendent of public instruction shal
apportion nmoneys distributed to counties for schools to public school
districts in the respective counties in proportion to the nunber of
resident full-tinme equivalent students enrolled in each public school
district to the nunber of resident full-time equivalent students
enrolled in public schools inthe county. In apportioning these funds,
the superintendent of public instruction shall wutilize the OCctober
enrol | nrent count.

(3) If the anpbunt received by any public school district pursuant
to subsection (2) of this section is less than the basic education
allocation to which the district would otherwise be entitled, the
superi ntendent of public instruction shall apportion to the district,
in the manner provided by RCW28A. 510. 250, an anount whi ch shall be the
di fference between the anount received pursuant to subsection (2) of
this section and the basic education allocation to which the district
woul d ot herwi se be entitl ed.

(4) Al federal forest funds shall be expended in accordance wth
the requirements of Title 16, section 500, United States Code, as now
exi sting or hereafter anended.

(5) The definition of resident student for purposes of this section
shall be_ based on_rules_ adopted_ by the_ superintendent of public
instruction, which shall consider and address the inpact of alternative
| earni ng experience students on federal forest funds distribution.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The superintendent of public instruction
shall adopt rules to inplenent section 1 of this act that take effect
Septenber 1, 2011.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. Section 1 of this act takes effect Septenber
1, 2011.
